Not only does it cause numerous 
deaths, hut the hogs that survive 
often cause as great a financial logs 
as those that die. Swine flu results 
in serious loss of weight, poor con­ 
dition, and makes the surviving ani­ 
mals an easy prey to cholera, en­ 
teritis, and many other diseases 
which always «eem to be waiting 
to take hold of a run-down herd. 
Flu among brood sows is especially 
serious, because the bred sows us­ 
ually lose their pigs, or those that 
are farrowed are weak, and soon 
die.
